Jim Crow Fire Departments Ruled Illegal 

Segregated fire stations in all California cities were 
ruled illegal by Attorney General Edmund G. Brown, 
who charged Jim Crow fire stations violate the state 
and U.S. Constitutions. The ruling followed the ac- 
stion of the Los Angeles fire commission, which turned 
down a plan for “gradual integration” offered by 
John Alderson, the city’s fire chief. 

Alderson, who has been under fire for almost a 
year for his policy of limiting the 89 Negroes in his 
command to two segregated fire stations, was given 
two weeks to think up a better plan for integrating 
Negroes. 

In Washington, D. C., fire commissioners unani- 
mously rejected a plea by the district firemen’s union 
e to hold up integration in the fire department and 
y , ordered 14 Negro firemen from overstaffed Negro 
units transferred to understaffed white units. Com- 
missioner Samuel Spencer said the commissioners 
found “no justification” for the union’s request that 
integration be delayed until Congress convenes. 
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Wl GI Stops Runaway Truck: Sgt. Jesus Rosario shows how:

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First Negro Prosecutor Named In Omaha, Nebraska 
Robert H. Blanchard, 39-year-old attorney, was ap- 
pointed assistant city prosecutor of Omaha and became 


#the first Negro to hold such a position in Nebraska. 


Appointed by Mayor John Rosenblatt, Blanchard was the 
only Negro among several applicants for the job. He was 
born in Wichita, Kansas, and earned his law degree at 
Washburn University in Topeka.

A 35-year-old Washington, D. C., woman, Mrs. Josephine 
Whitley, afraid she had been “hexed” by a “conjure man,” 
Rev. Kinzo Otto Devontenno VI, shot him to death with 
five bullets after he had removed a “magic” shirt which 
he claimed defied “all human elements” including bullets. 
Police arrested the woman on a murder charge and quoted 
her as saying she was “scared to death” of Devontenno, 
an 87-year-old East Indian. 


Army Assigns First Negro Recruiter In Wisconsin 

A 35-year-old Army master sergeant, Andrew L. Harris, 
who served 10 years in Germany with the U. S. Trans- 
portation Corps, was assigned to open a branch recruit- 
ing office in the Milwaukee Urban League building and 
became the first Negro recruiter in Wisconsin. 
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Adam Powell Wins N. Y. Congressional Nomination 

Returning from Europe to conduct a whirlwind, week- 
long campaign, Harlem Congressman A. Clayton Powell 
defeated Democratic leader Herbert Bruce 10,319 to 4,606, 
to win the party’s 16th District nomination. The day be- 
fore the primary, thieves broke into Powell’s Harlem of- 
fice and destroyed records, fi’es, office equipment and fur- 
nishings. Powell charged the plundering to “political 
enemies.” Other successful Democratic nominees were 
Mrs. Bessie Buchanan and James L. Watson, both candi- 
dates for the state legislature. 


Second Home Bombed In Norfolk Housing Violence 

In Norfolk, Va., a dynamite blast seriously damaged 
a second home recently purchased by Negroes in the pre- 
dominantly white Coronado section. While the family 
unpacked dishes in a back room, the blast, which was 
? set off in the front of the house, destroyed a side porch 
and rocked the structure from its foundation. Police said 
the family would have been killed had they been in the 
front of the house. Since Negroes moved into the section 
several months ago, their homes have been set afire, 
broken into, and splattered with paint. Water pipes in 
the homes have also been broken.

Convict White Ohio Restaurant Owner For Bias 

A white Youngstown, Ohio, restaurant owner, Gus 
Tountas, received a suspended sentence of 30 days in jail, 
a fine of $200 and costs, and was placed on three months’ 
probation for refusing to serve Negro mortician Andrew J. 
Diehl. In his complaint against Tountas under the Ohio 
civil rights statute, Diehl said he waited 45 minutes in the 
restaurant and was denied service. 


Negroes Ask Right To Play Golf In Columbus, Ga. 

A group of Columbus, Ga., Negroes asked Mayor Ralph 
Sayers and the city commission for the right to use the 
city-owned Lions Club golf courSe because Negroes have 
no golf course of their own. The petition, signed by 120 
Negroes, was expected to be called to the commission’s 
attention at its next regular meeting. 
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Urban League Reports 12 Posts In 11 Cities Vacant 

The National Urban League disclosed that 12 of its top 
executive posts in branches in 11 cities are vacant. It is 
» the highest number of unfilled posts since World War I, 
an organization spokesman said. Difficulty in filling the 
various offices, mostly industrial secretary jobs paying 
from $3,000 to $4,800 a year, is caused by low pay and the 
scarcity of qualified persons, the official added. The va- 
cancies are in Boston, Cincinnati and Columbus, Ohio; 
Detroit, Jacksonville, Fla.; Kansas City, Mo.; San Diego, 
St. Louis, Tampa, Fla.; Westchester County, N. Y.; and 
Chicago. 


KKK Outbreak Reported In Chicago Suburb 

A large KKK cross was set afire near the site of a 
prayer meeting and a newly-built Negro home was 
painted with three-foot-high KKK letters in an outbreak 
of “Ku Klux Klan” terror in Zion, a predominantly-white 
with suburb north of Chicago. Police ordered a guard at the 
h I home of Mrs. Hattie Wynn, who recently moved into the 
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4 Killed, 26 Injured In Arkansas Truck Crash 


Four Negro cotton pickers were killed and 26 others in- 
jured near Scott, Ark., when the truck in which they 
were riding crashed into a tractor-trailer near a bridge 
on Highway 30. Some of the survivors again narrowly 
escaped death in a second accident which occurred when 
an ambulance carrying them to a hospital crashed into 
cars on a Little Rock bridge. Police said the accident pro- 
duced the highest Negro traffic death toll in state history. 


Calif. Businessman Jailed, Fined $5,000 In Tax Case 


In Los Angeles, wealthy San Bernardino cafe-motel 
operator Addison D. Wilson, 35, was sentenced to one 
year in jail, fined $5,000, and placed on five years proba- 
tion by Federal Judge William C. Mathes after being 
found guilty of evading more than $30,000 in income 
taxes. He was charged with failing to report income 
from his profitable business for the years 1950 and 1951.

Jim Crow School Deadline. The U.S. Supreme 
Court this fall will fix a specific deadline for southern 
educators to mix all public schools. It will be a long- 
range proposition. 


Negro Press Junket. A delegation of top Negro 
newsmen will visit Asian countries on a goodwill 
mission arranged by the State Department. 


New Barber Shop Chain. Singer Sarah Vaughan 
will open a cross-country chain of beauty and barber 
shops. Her partner will be a former hair dresser and 
barber to Sugar Ray Robinson. 


First Ga. Postal Supervisor. Georgia’s first Negro 
postal supervisor will be named to head an all-Negro 
sub-station to be constructed in Atlanta’s westside 
Negro district. 


New Channel Attempt. Multi-millionaire tobacco 
heiress Doris Duke will finance a Negro marathon 
swimmer in an English Channel attempt next year. 
Her choice will not be Harlem’s Willis Hanks, who 
was unsuccessful in his recent second attempt. 


WAC Colonel. Lt. Col. Bernice Hughes, the Army's 
highest-ranking Negro WAC, will be promoted to 
full colonel in a mass promotion order early next 
year.

Bustamante Attacks White Official In Meeting 

In Kingston, Jamaica, Prime Minister 
William A. Bustamante, picked up a chair 
during an official cabinet meeting and 
started to attack a white member who 
labelled all Negro cabinet ministers as “Ne- 
gro offsprings of slaves.” Bustamante was 
restrained by colleagues from hitting Theo- 
dore Williams, who shortly afterwards re- 
signed his post. Williams made the racial Bustamante 
slur while defending a move to put white officials over 
the country’s Negro cops. 


Mau Maus Raid Kenya Jail, Free 200 Convicts 

Heavily-armed Mau Maus raided Lukinia Prison, near 
Nairobi, Kenya, and freed 200 convicts after killing the 
chief warden and routing prison guards. More than 100 
British troops and police aided by dogs and spotter air- 
craft hunted the terrorists after their biggest and most 
successful prison attack. Earlier, British authorities in 
Kenya hanged seven members of the Kikuyu tribe. 

EXPERT SAYS BRITISH DESTROY 

Millions of dollars of unique archeological treasures in 
Africa are being “neglected” and even “plundered” by 
British officials responsible for their upkeep, a London 
University archeologist charged. 

Addressing the annual convention of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science in London, Sir 
Mortimer Wheeler contended that officials of the British 
Colonial Office committed the acts of vandalism and 
“straightforward robbery.” He said the plundering mostly 
occurred in British East Africa, the Somaliland protecto- 
rate and areas at the mouth of the Red Sea. 

Among examples of the vandalism, he listed:

Tuskegee Citizens Cut Water To Aid Negro Hospital 

A water shortage at Tuskegee’s 2,000-bed Negro Veter- 
ans Administration Hospital was averted after white and 
Negro citizens cut down on water consumption 50 per 
cent following an appeal from Meyor Phil M. Lightfoot. 
The hospital previously operated on a private pipeline 
but the sudden shortage made it necessary to open a line 
to the Tuskegee city lake, Lightfoot said. 
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Calif. Wife Kills Husband As Cop Listens On Phone 

A 36-year-old Los Angeles housewife, Margaret High, 
who was told by police that they could not arrest her com- 
mon-law husband, David Stevenson, because they had no 
evidence he threatened her life, shot and killed her mate 
as a police officer listened in by telephone. Deputy Sher- 
iff B. B. Meenk, who arrested her on a murder charge, 
said he received a call from Miss High, who said excited- 


ly: “Help me! He’s breaking down the door. . . come 
quick ... he’s inside now ... . he’s coming at me with 
a chair. ...” The deputy said he then heard a man’s 


voice yell: “TI’ll kill you,” then sounds of scuffling feet, a 
woman’s scream and six shots. A few seconds later, Miss 
High returned to the phone and said: “I couldn’t get 
away from him so I killed him.” 


Nab Ind. Postman In Check Thefts For White Wife 
A 33-year-old Indianapolis postman, Edward Reid, ad- 
mitted to police that he stole six U. S. Treasury checks 
valued at $665 in order to meet increased expenses in- 
curred since his marriage to his white wife, Gloria, was 
arrested on a charge of embezzling $128.74. Postal In- 
spector Charles Liddil said Reid, father of a son by his 
white wife, was put under investigation after a white 
man complained that the “mailman is alienating my 
wife’s affections.” An extensive probe revealed that the 
postman’s wife was never married to the white man, but 
had borne him five children before she married Reid. 








Jail Lal Who Eloped With Girl, 14, In Car 

An 18-year-old youth, Herman Carter, who planned 
to elope with a 14-year-old girl, walked 23 miles back 
to Toledo after abandoning his car and the girl 
when police chased him for driving through a stop 
sign. He was fined $100 and sentenced to 30 days in 
jail for contributing to the delinquency of a minor. 




















Hubby Probes Her Sex Life, Wife Asks Divorce 

In Washington, D. C., a battered and bruised 
housewife, Mrs. Annie R. Clarke, sought a divorce 
from her soldier husband, McKinley, who she said 
beat her for not telling of her pre-marital sex ex- 
periences and refusing to enter a suicide pact with 
him. Mrs. Clarke said her husband, now stationed at 
Fort Belvoir, Va.: 1) dragged her around the floor 
by her heels; 2) blacked both her eyes; 3) bruised 
her head; and 4) tried to make her enter a suicide 
pact in which both would use butcher knives to cut 
each other to death. 











Ex-Coed Drops Rape Charge Against Grid Star 

In Lansing, Mich., 19-year-old Elaine McGee, a former 
Michigan State College coed from Detroit, has asked that 
her charge of rape against Spartan football star Howard 
Graves be dismissed. Prosecutor Paul C. Younger, who 
received the request in a letter from the girl, said that 
in earlier conversations with her she said she did not 
believe she could stand the rigors of a trial. The sopho- 
more halfback was voted the “most valuable player” or 
last year’s freshman team. 


Ohio Man Shoots In-Laws Over Marriage Break-Up 
A brooding, 22-year-old Toledo, Ohio, man, Albert Bar- 
ner, who blamed his wife’s parents for breaking up his 
marriage, broke into a hardware store, stole a rifle and 
shells, then went to the home of his in-laws and shot 
them both. Mrs. Quinetta Embry was shot in the stom- 
ach and arm, while her husband, Thurman, was wounded 
in the head. Barner was charged with felonious shooting. 


Calif. Teacher Says Student Is Father Of Her Child 
An attractive, 27-year-old unmarried Los Angeles 
schoolteacher, Miss Melrose Hatcher, filed a paternity 
suit in Superior Court naming Carl Duke, a 24-year-old 
college student, as father of her unborn child. The 
teacher’s suit seeks support for the child from Duke. 
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White Ex-Cop Tried For Rape Of Fla. Negro Woman 

In Miami, 35-year-old David Patrick Willis, a white 
former Los Angeles policeman, went on trial for the 
December rape and pistol-whipping of a Negro house- 
maid. The 38-year-old woman said she was en route 
home when Willis forced her into his car, drove to a 
wooded area and raped her three times in two hours. 
He was arrested the same night in his car after attempt- 
ing to pick up a white woman near the Miami police 
station. 


Arrest Haiti-Bound Husband To Get Family Support 

A New York businessman, Donald Stanford, who was 
about to celebrate his trip to Haiti at a bon voyage party 
aboard the S.S. Christobal, was arrested on a complaint 
by his divorced wife, Anita, charging he had failed to 
deposit money to support their daughter while he is 
away. Stanford, now married to beauty parlor executive 
Olivia Clarke Stanford, posted a $1,000 cash bond in or- 
der to continue his trip to Haiti.

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IN ‘ABORTION’ RAID ON CHURCH 

The evangelist, who allegedly performed abortions in 
two small rooms which were completely equipped with 
surgical supplies, was arrested after Policewomen Vivian 
Miller and Lydia Diggs and rookie patrolman Patrick 
Price had staked out near the church and watched his 
activities for two weeks. Rev. Loveaux denied the abor- 
tion charge made against him by the teen-age white 
girl, but admitted treating 17-year-old Nathelyn Col- 
lins, who died in a Chicago hospital on August 13. Po- 
lice said he had performed hundreds of abortions and 
specialized in performing them on women receiving 
aid to dependent children and on unmarried girls at 
fees which ranged from $5 to $100. 

In his storefront church, the evangelist lived with 
his wife and an adopted daughter in two dingy rooms 
outfitted with surgical equipment.

First 3 Negro Freshmen Enroll At Okla. A. & M. 
Three Negro freshmen enrolled at Oklahoma A. & M. 
College at Stillwater and became the first Negroes ever 
admitted as first year students at a major white college 
in the state. The students, John Warren, 19, Jodie Shaw 
Jr., 19, and Joan Ware, 17, enrolled in technical courses 
not offered at the state’s only Negro college, Langston. 


6 Dixie States Ask To File Jim Crow School Briefs 
Officials of six southern states, two of which have 
already begun to mix their schools, asked the U. S. Su- 
preme Court for permission to file briefs giving their 
views on public school desegregation. The states are Ten- 
nessee, Florida, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Maryland, the latter two already mixing schools in some 
cities. Officials of Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina, 
Mississippi and Louisiana boycotted the court hearings. 


Miss. Senator Says ‘Humble’ Negroes By Firing Them 

A Mississippi state senator, Willis Matthews, suggested 
that the state’s white people “humble” Negroes into ac- 
cepting segregated schools by firing them from their 


jobs and refusing them credit at banks and stores. Mat- | 


thews, who said Mississippi whites “own 90 per cent of 
the property and 90 per cent of the business establish- 
ments,” advocated this as the first method of keeping 
segregated schools. He urged that public schools be 
abolished only as a “last resort.” 


White D. C. College Admits 51 Negro Students 

A total of 51 Negro students enrolled at Wilson Teachers 
College in Washington, D. C., and became the first 
Negroes ever admitted to the school. Dr. Walter E. 
Hager, president of the college, said 17 of the Negroes 
already have bachelor degrees although Wilson has no 
postgraduate courses. Miner College, the district’s other 
teachers college, which has been all-Negro in the past, 
will accept white students under the integration plan.

Following a day-long parade 
in downtown White Sulphur Springs, where white stu- 
dents carried signs reading, “No Negroes wanted in our 
schools,” a hoodlum-led mob of 600 whites gathered at 
the city’s high school and threatened to throw out any 
Negro student who appeared at the school. The next day, 
the school was closed for half a day while 25 Negro stu- 
dents entered under police protection, got their belong- 
ings and left.

But Dr. Harold Ellis, a diplomat of the American Board 
of Neurology and Psychiatry and chief of the mental 
hygiene clinic at Harlem Hospital, says: “Wealthy wom- 
en, like their poor sisters, drink in an effort to over- 
come sickness and worry, to increase a feeling of well- 
being and security, to forget their problems, and some- 
times to overcome timidity and to heighten sexual en- 
joyment.” 

Fitting the pattern is the Cadillac-driving wife of a 
Maryland professional man who has conducted a long- 
term affair with the garage man where she and her 
husband park their cars. Left alone for long empty hours 
while her husband attends to business, she washes down 
her breakfast with several stiff drinks of Scotch, weaves 
her way to the garage where she consorts with the garage 
attendant in the back seat of her car, then whizzes home 
to drown thoughts of her waywardness with whatever 
l potables remain on the sideboard. 

Told of this case, Dr. Ellis continued: “Rich women 
5 often drink to offset boredom and also because they fear 
1 people accept them for their possessicns and not for

themselves. They drink to boost their egos, and what be- 
gins as social drinking develops into a neuroses, and may

The wife and mother of an Eastern family which 
gained worldwide fame about five years ago, the spouse 
of a former “Black Cabinet” official in Washington, the 
erudite wife of a New York City bigwig, are among the 
wealthy compulsive drinkers. The latter excuses her weak- 
ness with: “My husband won’t let me work. He thinks 
it would detract from his prestige.” 

Some antics of wealthy female tipplers have supplied 
gossip columnists with their choicest morsels. A popular 
Midwest socialite always removes her shoes and eye- 
glasses when high, has been known to strip to her un- 
mentionables. Her crony from a nearby smart suburb 
has a penchant for kicking glasses off night club tables 
to clear a space for her rendition of the fandango. A St. 
Louis matron cries softly into b«r beer, and sympathetic 
bartenders telephone her husband to take her home. The 
most objectionable, pathological drinker is a Florida 
matron who often starts the evening in friends’ living 
rooms, but later goes to sleep in their 
bathtubs.

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BOOK AFRICA, LAND OF MY FATHERS

As a nation of immigrants’ children, Americans have 
always talked about the “old country.” As a good Ameri- 
> can, Ebony editor Era Bell Thompson 
also thought about Africa as the “old 
country” and when she went on a maga- 
zine assignment to the dark continent, 
she thought she would be welcomed as 
a long-lost relative. But she quickly lost 
her illusions when she arrived for a tour 
of 18 countries and found herself en- 
d tangled in a bewildering mess of visa 
Miss Thompson red tape. 
@ In Africa, Land Of My Fathers (Doubleday, $3.75), 
Miss Thompson chronicles her adventures as an Ameri- 
can Negro going to Africa and seeking some bond of 
brotherhood between black men in the U. S. and Africa. 
Her book is an informative as well as entertaining ac- 
count that demonstrates how far 300 years has removed 
U. S. Negroes from their black brothers who were left 
behind when the slave ships departed for far shores. 
While in Negro-governed countries like Liberia and the 
Gold Coast, there are leaders who seek some kind of 
solidarity with American Negroes, Miss Thompson, for the 
most part, found herself treated as a “European” with 
all connotations that the word carries in Africa. 
®@ Perhaps the most revealing chapters in her book tell 
of the shocked reactions of white colonials at having an 
intelligent U. S. Negro in their midst. Virtually fright- 
ened at her presence—because she might give native 
Africans some ideas—officials handled her gingerly and 
tried to quickly send her on her way. Finding herself a 
stranger at home, Miss Thompson was not discouraged 
but rather set about making new friendships in the un- 
happy land of her fathers.—B. B.

The Cleveland Indians, paced to the American League 
pennant by hard-hitting outfielder Larry Doby, and 
the New York Giants, who bested the Brooklyn Dodgers 
in a down-to-the-wire dogfight for the National League 
championship, will tangle for the 1954 world baseball title 
and field the largest number of Negro players ever to play 
in the World Series. 

The series between Cleveland and the Giants will find 
eight Negro stars qualified for Series play—four on each 
team. Ironically, the Indians may field the second all- 
Negro outfield ever to play in Series competition. The 
first (Monte Irvin, Willie Mays, and Hank Thompson) 
was fielded by the Giants in the 1951 Series. 

Moreover, the Cleveland-Giant Series will probably at- 
tract the greatest throng of spectators ever to see the 
post-season classic, because Cleveland’s Municipal Sta-
